.    Total  imports  of  meat  by  the  United  States  in  1933  ^re  moderately- 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier.      Inshipments  of  beef  and  of  lamb  and 
mutton  were  doim  substantially  from  1932*    Imports  of  P5>rk  -were  more  than 
twioe  as  large  as  a^yeir  earlier  and  irere  the  largest  of  record.  Entries 
of  all  meat  in  1953  were  the  third  largest  of  Veoord,  being  exceeded  only 
during  •  1951  ittd  1952.    The  United  Sta-tes  continued  to  be  a  net  importer 
of  beef  in  1933  as  it  has  been  for  several  years.    More  pork  was  imported 
than  was  exported  for  the  first  time  since  records  were  maintained 
beginning  in  1626. 


Lnports  made  up  only  a  small  part  of  domestic  use.    Supplies  of 
foreign  beef  and  veal  were  equal  to  1.7  percent  of  beef  and  veal  oonsuop-* 
tion  in  1953  compared  with  3 •14^  percent  a  year  earlier.    The  record  imports 


of  pork  amounted  to  only  1,6  percent  of  domestic  use  last  year  compared  v/ith 
,6  percent  in  1952,     Imported  supplies  of  lamb  and  mutton  made  up  only  .U 
percent  of  utilization  during  1953  compared  i^^ith  ,9  percent  a  year  earlier. 

Exports  of  meat  during  1^53  "'■"'ere  slightly  greater  than  a  year  earlier 
and  were  the  largest  since  'Aorld  i  ar  II  when  large  shipments  were  being  made 
under  lend-lease,  UlnhA  and  other  foreign  assistance  programs.    Foreign  ship- 
ments of  beef  v^ere  up  substantially  in  1953  reflecting  shipments  to  Europe 
financed  under  programs  of  the  Foreign  Operations  Administration.    The  over- 
seas movement  of  pork  declined  moderately  in  1953»     iixports  of  fresh  and 
frozen  pork,  bacon,  and  hams  were  off  sharply  but  shipments  of  other  salted 
or  cured  pork  vvere  tivice  as  large  as  a  year  earlier. 

Greater  imports  of  perk  and  smaller  imports  of  beef  reflected  the  relative 
supply  and  price  relationships  for  those  meats,    j3eef  supplies  in  the  United 
States  increased  sharply  in  1953  ^-^d  consumption,  averaging  7^  pounds  per 
person         a  new  record  high.    Prices  were  the  lowest  since  I9I4.6,    On  the 
other  hand,  pork  output  declined  further  in  1953  and  per  capita  consumption 
averaged  only  61+  pounds    the  lowest  since  19^42,    Prices  of  hog  products  last 
year  averaged  the  highest  in  5  years. 

Entries  of  beef  from  most  principal  suppliers  in  1953  '"'^ere  less  than  a 
year  earlier  with  significant  reductions  recorded  for  Arp-entina,  Mexico, 
and  Ireland,    Imports  from  Urufruay  \uere  about  equal  in  the  two  years.  Imports 
from  Canada  increased  materially  as  the  foot-and-mouth  disease  embargo  was 
lifted  on  i.''jarch  1» 

United  States  imports  of  pork  from.  Canada,  Denmark,  Yfestem  Germany, 
the  Netherlands  and  Poland  increased  materially  last  year  and  they  continued 
to  be  the  principal  foreign  suppliers,     Entries  from  those  countries,  except 
Canada,  consisted  mostly  of  canned  hams  and  shoulders,    Canada  was  the  only 
significant  source  of  fresh  or  frozen  pork  but  also  supplied  significant 
amounts  of  canned  hams» 

Total  shipments  of  meats  to  each  of"^^^  3  countries,  Canada,  Cuba  and 
Venezuela,  which  are  our  largest  foreign  outlets,  declined  in  1955*  Canada 
and  Venezuela  have  maintained  embargoes  on  the  imports  of  uncooked  hog  pro- 
ducts from  the  United  States  due  to  the  occurance  of  vesicular  exanthema,  a 
hog  disease  in  some  sections  of  the  United  States,    lexico,  another  princi- 
pal export  destination,  increased  its  imports  of  United  States  meat  products 
in  1953 3    Cuba  was  by  far  the  largest  customer  of  the  United  States  taking 
almost  a  fifth  of  all  meat  exported.
